Tho old yet now state of Florida—that loft ut finder of oiJv 
country, which joints straight out to South America aud to Hint 
path of bi# coral fort stones which we have dosimiatod as “ 'I ii** 
k ey s,” aud used a9 a stepping ftone to Cuba—improves on ac­ 
quaintance. Florida’s cities can too he grouped 
under 
th e 
Smallest numeral save “ o n e ” — Jacksonville and .Miami if we 
exclude the capital city, Tallahossa and Tampa on 
th e 
West 
coast. 
Th e former is important only as t he capital and Tampa 
is just getting a good start as cities go. 
There are a number of trading points and railroad divis ion 
headquarters which may, for the present at least, be dismissed 
from consideration as important factors as proof of the real 
substantial ami permanent development of tile state- coni mer 
cially and agriculturally. Jacksonville is quite a city and im 
portaut as the “ gateway to Florida.” It is the point to which 
all “ feeder” railroads running from the north bring all their 
thousands of tourists and tons of freight to he turned over to 
the Flagler system down tile east coast. 
While, in a way it is 
different yet, in tin* larger sense, it L not unlike scores of north­ 
ern railroad centers. To be sure there is quite an effort made to 
keep the palm trees thrifty looking and the flowers in bloom, 
♦ he hotels in gala array and the birds singing to give the visitor 
to Florida his favorable fir t impression at the threshold of 
the tropical land—Jacksonville succeeds admirably too. 
It 
is a busy prosjierous place. 
The railroad and river traffle is 
tremendous. Jacksonville can search keep pace with tin* busi­ 
ness which pours in and out of Florida, the great hulk of which 
is furnished by the tourists. 
Miami is the typical city of Florida. Tt has grown bv leaps 
and bounds and is still growing. With a population now cst! 
mated at well toward half a hundred thousand, it is reaching 
out, iii all directions,Tor building space even building land out 
into the ocean. Miami is easily, now, the most important and 
most beautiful, most prosperous and most promising city of 
Florida. 
Those who have made fabulous fortunes in Miami 
real 
estate, until with in a year ago, did so because they picked a 
long shot as they say bn the race tracks. There is no partieulai 
reason why Miami should have been built where if L. 
It might 
have been north fifty or a hundred miles or south a 
score or 
more of miles but Miami was started, on it" present sift*, 
not 
more than a score of years ago and Miami hogan to grow and 
•t has been growing ever since— faster, apparently, each year. 
Why? Just because it did 
that scones to ho tlx* only reason. 
Miami will continue to grow but there is a reason for that 
assertion. It is already a big city and, as Florida should have 
a big city down on the peninsula proper, that city will, in all 
probability ,be Miami, because it is off in the race for prest bo 
with a big lead. Miami is here now and any rival would Im 
compelled to start from nothing. 
While property valuations, 
now fabulous in Miami, may experience some shrinkage and 
while some speculators who can’t hold on until the tide turn 
may be bankrupted, Miami seems destined to bo Uh* Los An­ 
geles of Florida. To gamble with Miami real estate, now that 
tho stakes are so high, requires capital, judgment and 
nerve. 
The day for “ guessing” and playing long shots 
has 
passee 
away. 
As a seaport city the future of Miami does not seem~ as 
promising as many of ifs most enthusiastic boomers picture it. 
There seems now no reason why Miami should ever be anything 
more than the seaport for Florida trade which will never make 
it a g re at seaport although it may add materially t<> ifs commer­ 
cial importance as the metropolis of the state. Miami, so far as 
the older business sections are concerned, is not laid out p r o p e r ­ 
ly—the streets and sidewalks are exceedingly narrow and traffle 
is limited and hampered,

seems from every indication to be the decree of fate and for­ 
tune.

January for comfort. 
Tin* cheap and shoddy hob Is boarding 
houses, rooming houses, restaurants and business blocks are be­ 
ginning to surrender to the more substantial and to fade away 
with other evidences of the boom town and the experiment sta­ 
tion before the real city now rapidly in the process of making. 
At present Miami is not a pleasant place for tile* tourist, 
It offers very few comforts indeed, to the folks of moderate 
means.

" * * * tor Co. will abandon the m anufacture of pas­ 
senger cars are denied by factory officials. T h e Ford 
plant w ill be devoted largely to war w ork on air­ 
plane and subm arine destroyer parts, w ith the re­ 
sult that passenger car production will be cut about 
50 per cent. A t the present tim e the normal output 
of the factory is about 3 0 0 0 a day, and w ith a re­ 
duction of 50 per cent this will bring the output to 
I 500 a day. 
The Ford com pany is behind orders in 
practically all sections of the country on passenger 
cars, and the resulting cut in production from the 
w ar w ork naturally will cause a country-w ide 
shortage of l ords as soon as the available supplies 
in branch plants have been used up. bord dealers 
helve been urging their patrons to place their orders 
early to take care of the dem and w hich they realiz­ 
ed w ou ld exceed the supply if the curtailm ent 
cam e, and the scarcity of h Ord cars already has be­ 
gun to be quite apparent. 
Ford is to be the largest single producer of Lib­ 
erty airplane engines. A lth ou gh the com pany has 
been m aking cylinders only, under a n ew program 
com plete engines w ill be made. F Ord has so perfect­ 
ed the processes of m aking cylinders that a saving 
. of from 40 to 50 per cent in their cost is possible. 
T he bord com p any is given 25 per cent of this sa v­ 
ing by the contract w ith the G overnm ent, w h ile the 
rest goes to the G overnm ent. 
It is understood bord 
w ill com m ence the production of com p lete engines 
this m onth.— M otor A g e.
